SOME SPECIAL NEEDS. 

ii foregoing paragraph prompts 
ne to refer to a few of the special 
tiecds of our movement at the present 
ume. First of all, we need a young, 
p royressive body of people preparitg 
tor our ministry. There are less 
than twenty of our speakers today 
whe are under forty years of age. 
Our young people are led into other 
cccupations because of our failure 
to establish pastorates and per- 
manency in the character of our 
vork. This Convention should 
evolve some plan by which our young 
people may be induced to enter our 
ministry. Second, we need a more 
devotional, religious spirit in our 
public meetings. The curiosity age 
and the era of the mirth seeker are 
thinys of the past. They are now 
attached to the theatres where they 
properly belong. This Convention 
shouid declare to the world the reli- 
«ious side of Spiritualism, and place 
it squarely and reverently upon the 
basis of scientific Theism. Third, 
we need a more dignified method of 
presenting the phenomena to the 
worid. As they are now given, they 
detract from the divine beauty of our 
truth. and frequently make our 
riovement the laughing stock of the 
world. Phenomena are invaluable 
«uls in the work and should be sacred- 
lv consecrated to the purpose of the 
anyels—not reduced to the level of 
the circus or variety show. They 
ate of special value in the home 
circles, in the laboratory of the sci- 
entist, and in the communion service 
that should follow the address of a 
settied speaker every Sunday even- 
ing. I recommend that this Con- 
vention devise ways and means bv 
which the foregoing suggestions can 
te put into practice. Unless some- 
thing of the kind is done, a division 
of our forces in inevitable in the 
near future, and the line of clearage 
will be between the religious and the 
iconoclastic elements in our ranks. 
1 hope our union of forces may be 
vreserved, but not at the cost of the 
sit respect of reverential, truth- 
~ceking people. I prefer a division 
ietween truth and error, between 
reverence and irreverence, between 
instruction and amusment, to the 
present effort to unite these incon- 
crucus elements. Let us have our 
; henomena, our science, our philoso- 
phy., and our religion, with no tres- 
passing upon the prerogatives of 
cither branch. Better an absolute 
divorce of phenomena and religion 
than the present burlesqueing of the 
twWO, 

FINANCE. 

Another need of our movement, 
especially of the N. S. A. is finances. 
Anv orthodox body with only a 
qnarter of our members, frequently 
possesses ten times the readv money 
we do. We have generous, whole- 
hearted people in our ranks, but they 
are not able to give to the Cause 
thev love. Still the great mass of our 
vecple are not poor in purse.. They 
only need awakening to a sense of 
uty to induce them to render gen- 
erous support to their religion. In 
order to enable Spiritualism to do its 
‘timate work through the N. S. A., 
i cenerous endowment fund is neces- 
sary. Plans for raising this fund 
should be adopted by this Conven- 
‘ion. Receipts from per capita dues. 
donations and collections are not 
suticient to meet the running expen- 
se of the N. S. A. and enable it to 
rete h out in new fields of labor. 
From the financial report of our Sec- 
retary and Treasurer. you will learn 
ot the monetary standing of the N. S. 
A. kh is far from being adequate to 
the needs Got this organization, credi- 
tulle though it be. The National 
Association of other religious bodies 
Save large interests bearing invest- 
ments from which they derive a good- 
iv percentage of theirincome. There 
is no reason why the N. S. A. cannot 
do likewise. A generous endow- 
ment fund can be raised if the will to 

do it is made manifest. 

(one small orthodox body raised 
seventy-five thousand dollars in one 
State to carry on its work within the 
horders of that Commonwealth last 
vear. Another organization—a nat- 
ional association—with less than one- 
tifth of our members raised over one 


* 


hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars last year. These people as a 
rule, were not so well to do as we are 
as a body. They had the will to 
achieve success, and they were suc- 
cessful. So may we if we will but 
make the effort. I believe that the 
raising of a general endowment fund, 
or planing to do so, is the paramount 
duty of this Convention. Our Uni- 
versalist brethren did it fifty years 
ago when their members were few 
and their purses small. They deter- 
mined to win, and they won. I 
recommend that an endowment fund 
of fifty thousand dollars be raised 
for the N. S. A. during the coming 
vear. Let the incoming Board of 
Trustees be instructed to appoint 
special solicitors under proper re- 
strictions to make a house to house 
canvass in their respective commu- 
nities for contributions tothis fund. 
A general cal! could be issued to the 
country at large asking for donations 
to this fund, and stating its special

That special solicitors be placed 
at every camp for the season of 1904, 
under contract to secure donations 
either to the Pension or Endowment 
funds, or to both; 

That the purchase of buildings of 
charches and temples be encouraged, 
and that congratulations be extended 
to all societies that have succeeded 
in securing homes of their own; 

That every delegate and visitor 
present at this Convention be espec- 
ially commissioned to work for the 
N. S. A. and co-operate during the 
coming year. 

IN GENERAL. 

Notwithstanding the clouds to 
which I have referred in this report, 
and the numerous dangers confront- 
ing us on all sides, the genera! out- 
look for Spiritualism and the N. S. A. 
is brighter and better than is has been 
for several years. A healthier inter- 
est in the subject is everywhere 
apparent, and a more earnest desire 
to get at the truth manifest. The 
attitude of the press. pulpit and peo- 
ple in regard to it seems to be kindlier 
and its thought is everywhere receiv- 
ed with greater consideration than 
ever before. This change of senti- 
‘ment is largely, if not wholly, due 
to the influence of the N. S. A. as an 
organization. I recommend that 
suitable expression upon all moral 
and reformatory questions be made 
by this Convention through the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, thereby testi- 
fying to our sympathy with and sup- 
port of all measures designed to ad- 
vance the welfare of the race. 

CONCLUSION. 

I now return unto you the office 
with which you honored me ten years 
ago.

May they prosper in all good 
works, and be daily blessed by the 
visitation of angels. Our N. S. A. 

has a glorious future before it, if each 
and every Spiritualist will but sup- 
port it as loyally as he ought to. 
The outlook for our Cause as a whole 
is promising, and success awaits it at 
every turn provided the Spiritualists 


of America will devote themselves 55) 


to its sacred principles one half as 
zealously as they forinerly supported 
their churches. To the work of 
upbuilding of our Cause and of mak- 
ing the N. S. A. a power for good in 
the land, I most earnestly commend 
the Spiritualists of America. I be-

TWO STOCK EXCHANGES. 


Differences Between the New York 
and Berlin Inatitationa, 

If any member of the New York 
Stock Exchange who is entirely unac- 
quainted with German speculation 
should visit the Berlin bourse he would 
find at every point the most striking 
divergencies from his home experience. 
He would be surprised to see the 
bourse attended by quite 2,000 persons, 
including clerks of banks, newspaper 
men and even visitors like himself. 
Also, he would be interested in the im- 
mense size of the hall—300 feet tong, di- 
vided by colonnades into three sections, 
one of which is assigned to the Produce 
Exchange. On one side of the hall sev- 
eral doors open into a grassy court, 
shaded by trees and surrounded by a 
pillared lobby, where brokers sit-in dull 
summer days and fleat their latest 
stock of anecdotes. 

That shnded court is suggestive of 
deeper differences between the New 
York Stock Exchange and the Berlin 
institution. In New York the number 
of members is fixed and is small in pre 
portion to the immense volume of bust- 
ness done. In Berlin there is a great 
horde of small dealers, and the amount 


York. Owing to the easy terms of ad- 
mission, the bourse becomes a mere 
place where traders meet to effect their 
transactions. There is no sale of seats. 
In fact, no membership fee exists, but 
only a small yearly tax {is collected, 
which varies from time to time as the 
expenses of the organization require, 
Contrary to New York practice, mem- 
bership is largely held by companies 
and firms. Nearly all the banks of the 
city, for example, are members, and 
the more important ones keep above 8 
score of their employees on the floor. 
Thus the individual New York broker, 
as a rule, counts for vastly more than 
a member of the bourse. New York is 
concentrated. is intense. Berlin dis- 
perses its energy, and is comparatively 
dull. It knows nothing of those great 
days of triumph or disaster that render 
the annals of Wall street picturesque. 
And it lacks our large daring operators 
who startie the country with their bold 
schemes.—William C. Dreher in Cen- 
tury.
